Ivory Billiard Ball* Stained With Blood. 


The globe of ivory which ia knocked 


about a table in a game of billiards costs, 
if of good quality, at least f 10. This rep- 
resents its cost in money. There is, 
however, a far more important and for- 
midable element in the price which has 
been paid for it. The billiard ball of 
pure ivory represents as it lies white 
and glistening upon the cloth an expend- 
iture of human Ufeblood as well as of 
money. 


Elephants' tusks are brought dowti to 


the African coasts by caravans general 
ly in charge of Arabs, which have bfeii 
trading in the interior. Very often tiiey 
have picked up slaves as well as ivory 
But this phase of the matter may bo loft 
out of the account. 


It is estimated that every large caravan 


bringing ivory to the coast has cost ri<,re 
than 160 human lives through Eghts j»nd 
murders iis the course of the expedition 
Thirty more men are likely to have suc- 
cumbed to fevers or other diseases and 
the fatigues of the march. 


The hunting of the elephants and the 


capture of the ivory are very likely to 
have caused the death of 10 men alto- 
gether. Such casualties are the rule 
in elephant hunting rather than the ex- 
ception. 


An average tnak does not furnish more 


than enough material for two good bil- 
liard balls. Of course the remainder of 
the ivory in each tusk is made use of in 
other ways. A perfectly cut billiard ball 
requires special qnality or so called 
"nerve," which is found only in one part 
of the tusk. 


The chances are that a billiard ball of 


the first quality has cost at least one hu- 
man life, and there is not one such ball 
which may not truly be said to be 
stained with human blood. They c~>n 
hardly be considered, therefore, a cheer- 
ful accompaniment to a sensitive per- 
son's diversions.—Youth's Companion.

SKItATOK MARTIJf'8 VIEWS. 


The legislature of Kansas which was 


composed of eighty-three Popalists, 
seventy-nine Republicans, two Demo- 
crate and one Independent elected John 
Martin, a Fusion Democrat, United 
Btates senator. Senator Martin when 
leaving home for Washington a few 
days ago expressed his opinion on the 
financial and other questions which art 
likely to come before congress. He ex- 
pects the extra session to run into the 
regular session, arid thinks congress 
will continue in session, with the ex- 
ception of a recess for the holidays, 
until next summer 
He regards the 


Sherman act as an iniquity and a crime 
committed by the gold men for the 
purpose of discrediting silver, but he 
will not consent to its repeal without a 
good substitute. A bill to repeal the 
act may possibly pass the house but he 
is confident that it will not get through 
the senate, and in the end a compro- 
mise will be effected. 


The position the eastern Democrats 


have assumed on the money question 
causes Senator Martin to take a gloomy 
view of the future of the party. He be- 
lieves that unless the Democratic party 
abandons its eastern leaders, the Re- 
publicans by abandoning their protec- 
tion tariff doctrine and stealing some 
of the Populist platform may again get 
in the ascendancy The thing for the 
Democratic party to do, he holds, is to 
be faithful to its pledges to reform the 
tariff and give tho country h currency 
of gold, silver, and treasury notes, as it 
promised in the last campaign and any 
other course would be suicidal 


Senator Martin, like Representative 


Bland of Missouri, says that if the 
Democratic party does not pass a free 
coinage bill, he is for the party that 
will 
If eastern Democrats persist in 


their war against silver, western Demo- 
crats will not submit and a division 
will be the inevitable result. 
A ma- 


jonty ot the people seem determined 
to prevent the demonetization of one- 
half the metallic money of the country. 


They see a general stagnation of bus- 


iness caused, it is admitted, by the 
scarcity of money brought about by the 
gold trust, and the coinage of silver 
suspended with millions of ounces of 
bullion stored in the treasury vaults.

The San Francisco papers are now 


satisfied that the midwinter fair will 
bo a success. The meeting at Metro- 
politan Hall, which was very large and 
composed of sober, sensible, reasoning 
people, convinced the most skeptical 
that the fair will be held. The opinion 
was general that it is necessary to do 
something to arouse the latent energy 
6f the people and restore public confi- 
dence and it is believed the midwinter 
fair will do both. 


The moment it is decided beyond 


doubt to hold the fair Nevada should 
make arrangements to make an ex- 
hibit The legislature uannot be con- 
vened in special session to make an 
appropriation for the purpose, but if 
assurances are given that a* appropri- 
ation will be made when it does con- 
vene, money might be procured for the 
purpose Dull times will not always 
continue and if a few thousand dollars 
is expended in advertising the re- 
sources of the State by exhibiting its 
products, the benefits which the people 
would derive would warrant the outlay. 
What is done to-day to attract atten- 
tion to the State will redound to the 
benefit of the rising generation as well 
as to tho present and both can afford 
to pay their share of the expense.

basis with the gold locked up in safe 
deposit vaults or hid away in tin cans 
in out-of-the-way places. 


THE LOSS OF THIS V1CTOKIA. 


The court martial held at Valetta, 


Malta, to inquire into the loss of the 
British battle ship Victoria, and the 
greater part of its crew, has concluded 
its investigations. It found that Cap- 
tain Bourke was not responsible for the 
disaster and he is therefore exon- 
erated from all blame. 


The verdict is that the accident was 


entirely due to the order given by Ad- 
miral Tryoii and no blame is attached 
to any of the survivors. The court ex- 
pressed regret that Bear Admiral 
Markham of the Camperdown did not 
ignore the signal displayed by order of 
Admiral Tryon, bat added that it 
would be fatal to the best interests of 
the service to blame him for obeying 


the instructions of the commander-in- 
chief, who was present in person. 


Admiral Tryon lost his life by the 


collision. He was not present to de- 
fend himself, and the court decided 
that he alone was to blame for the dis- 
aster which cost the lives of several 
hundred brave men. Probably if the 
admiral was living the findings of the 
court martial would have been differ- 
ent.

The Annexation Spirit Not Dying 


Out in Hawaii. 


AIRING THEIK VIEWS. 


New York Delegates to the Bimetallic 


Convention Adopt Resolutions. 


NEW YOBK, July 27.—Delegates from 


this city to the bimetallic convention 
to be held in Chicago next week to-day 
adopted a lengthy set of resolutions, 
setting forth that official statistics 
show the market price of silver bullion 
has controlled prices for most of the 
products of American labor, and 
especially wheat and cotton, since sil- 
ver was demonetized in 1873; that the 
decline in the price of silver bullion 
and the contraction in the volume of 
legal tender paper money caused a 
tremendous fall in prices of wheat and 
cotton, asserting that English influence 
is behind nearly all the efforts to put 
down the price of silver bullion so that 
she can obtain the products of labor in 
all countries at the starvation prices 
paid for labor in England and its de- 
pendencies, and stating it is the first 
duty of congress to study the effect 
the price of silver bullion has over 
other products of labor in this country 
before determining on any fixed policy 
changing its present ratio with gold, or 
before ruining all American producers 
by withdrawing the slight support sil- 
ver now has under our laws. 


The resolutions also declare that con- 


gress should investigate the conduct of 
the treasury officials in selecting the 
market price of silver in a foreign 
country to govern its purchases here, 
and if found to be unlawful have the 
proper officials impeached. 


COMPLETELY EXONERATED. 


The Captain of the Ill-Fated Victoria 


Freed from All Blame. 


VALETTA, Malta, July 27.—The court- 


martial, inquiring into the loss of the 
battle ship Victoria, has decided that 
Captain Bourke was not responsible 
for the disaster, and he was acquitted 
of all blame. The court expressed re- 
gret that Bear Admiral Markham, on 
board the Camperdown, did not carry 
out his original intention and ignore 
the signal displayed by order of Ad- 
miral Tryon. 


The court added, however, relative to 


Markhan, that it would be fatal to the 
best interests of the service to say he 
was to blame for carrying out direc- 
tions while the commander-in-chief was 
present in person. 


The verdict was that the accident 


was entirely due to the order given by 
Admiral Tryon. All the survivors are 
acquitted of blame. 


Tho-Annexation Spirit Not Dying Out in 


Hawaii. 


CHICAGO, July 27.—L. A. Thurston, 


Hawaiian minister at Washington, who 
is at present in Chicago, in reply to a 
statement that the annexation spirit is 
dying out, and that even the provi- 
sional government leaders, including 
himself, had given up all hope of an- 
nexation, and that the desire for the 
restoration of the queen was rapidly 
growing, said: "These statements are 
absolutely incorrect. So far from the 
annexation] spirit dying out, it is 
stronger to-day than ever before. I 
am not speaking at random in this 
matter, as 1 am in constant receipt of 
Hawaiian papers, and in correspond- 
ence with President Dole, Attorney- 
General Smith and others of the pro- 
visional government leaders." 


Mlnule Fainter Sued for a Divorce. 
LONDON, July 27.—John Bogers, hus- 


band of Minnie Palmer, the well-known 
American actress, has instituted pro- 
ceedings for a divorce from Miss Palmer. 
The co-respondent in Bogers' suit is 
Sir William Bose Bart He is married, 
is middle-aged and has a family. 


It is said that some time ago, when 


Kogers discovered the state of affairs 
he wrote to Sir William: " You have 
my wife; let me send you the rest of 
the outfit." For days vans arrived at 
Sir William's town house, where the 
family lived, containing portions of 
the actress' property, much to the 
scandal of the household.

A mass meeting of citizens held at 


the courthouse in Austin, was called to 
order by Senator Williamson, who 
stated its object in an eloquent address. 


The Reveille nays the courthouse was 


filled to overflowing, many of the 
ladies showing their sympathy for the 
movement by their presence. 


A committee appointed to draft reso- 


lutions reported the following declar- 
ation of principles which were unani- 
mously adopted: 


1. A financial separation from Great 


Britain and her allies, who are robbing 
us of our daily bread, and for a money 
system of our own. 


2. For the free coinage of silver at 


the ratio of sixteen to one. 


3. That we will vote for no candidate 


for office who does not stand squarely 
with us on this platform; and we con- 
sider the president of the United States 
unamerican to champion the cause of 
England and Wall street gold bugs, to 
the detriment of American citizens; in 
creating poverty and distress in our 
silver producing states and territories. 
And we favor a governmental policy 
that will regulate its own money sys- 
tem, without advice or interference of 
any foreign government. 


4. That we stand ready to sacrifice 


our lives, liberty and property to the 
enforcement of these, our reasonable 
and lawful demands, rather than sub- 
mit to the degradation of American 
manhood and starvation. 


5. That we consider the demonetiza- 


tion of 1873 a fraud in its conception, 
and a continued outrage in its execu- 
tion on the American people. A crime 
as damnable as Benedict Arnold's 
treason. 


6. That we hereby elect our United 


States senators and our member of 
congress delegates to represent us at 
all places, and in all meetings and con- 
ventions, where the welfare of silver is 
involved, and we further elect all citi- 
zens of Nevada delegates to act for us 
in our behalf at the Chicago convention 
or at Washington City during the 
special session of congress, and copies 
of the resolutions be forwarded to our 
delegates and to the president of the 
United States.

Deoonposed granite makes a good 


sidewalk. C. T. Bender of the First 
National bank, had a carload of this 
granite, which resembles ordinary 
river sand, brought here from Lake- 
view on the V. & T., and put on the 
sidewalk fronting his lot on Second 
street, and people who travel over it 
pronounce it almost equal to concrete. 


At Baker City, Oregon, D. H. Crouter 


occupies the residence of Judge Scho- 
fleld. Concealed in the cellar he found 
a tin can containing fifty twenty-dollar 
gold pieces. About a year ago Judge 
Sohofleld, who was in the habit of hid- 
ing his money, claimed he was $4,000 
short. This find accounts for one-fifth 
of it, but where the balance went is a 
mystery, as the judge is feeble and hie 
memory is poor. 


FOSTER'S FORECAST. 


The Next Storm Wave—Tbe Great Tear 
—The Ancients Understood Astronomy. 


Copyrighted 1893 by W. T. Foster. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., July 28.-My last bul- 


letin gave forecasts of the storm wave 
to cross the continent from July 29th 
to August 2d, and the next will reach 
the Pacific coast about August 3d, 
cross the western mountains by the 
close of the 4th, the great central val- 
leys from the 5th to 7th, and the east- 
ern states about the 8th. Thunder 
storms may be expected in the eastern 
states about August 2d. 


Rainfall will decrease in most of 


places till after August 22d. The ex- 
ceptions to this will probably be along 
the western gulf coast, and in the 
upper Missouri and upper Mississippi 
valleys. 


The warm wave will cross the we&t- 


ern mountains about August 3d, the 
great central valleys about the 5th, and 
the eastern spates about the 7th. The 
cool wave will cross the western mount- 
ains about the 6th, the great central 
valleys about the 8th, and the eastern 
states about the 10th. 


ANNUS MAGNUS. 


In plain English, this means " The 


Great Year," and that is what I desire 
to discuss. We must have a starting 
point for reconing time, and as the sun 
does not furnish that point, we go to 
Alcyone, the sun of the Pliades. This 
cluster is called the " Seven Stars," and 
Alcyone is the sun of the seven. 


Annus Magnus, or the " Great Year," 


begins and ends a.t the seven stars, or 
more definitely, at Alcyone, in this 
way: At the autumnal equinox, 2,170 
years before Christ, or, 4,063 years ago, 
the Seven Stars wore at the zenith at 
midnight of September 22d, and not 
until 25,827 years after that date, will 
they again be at the zenith at midnight 
on September 22d. 


The cause of this is, that our sun, 


carrying with it our earth and planets, 
will have made one complete revolu- 
tion around the common center, around 
which all the suns of our system are 
moving, thereby completing the Great 
Year. 


If, on the 22d of September at mid- 


nignt, we observe some prominent star, 
then exactly at the zenith—overhead— 
we will find that one year from that 
time, that star will be a little farther 
east. At the end of seventy two years, 
the star will have receded to the east- 
ward about one degree. 


Since the beginning of the Great 


Year, 4,063 years ago,our sun and earth 
have moved about fifty-six and a half 
degrees, or a little more than one-sixth 
of the great circle. 


Some scientists, especially C. A. Tot- 


ten, claim that the great pyramid was 
erected about 2,170 B. o. to commemo- 
rate that great event, the beginning of 
the new Great Year, as the descending 
passage in the great pyramid pointed, 
at that time, to the north star, and the 
seven stars were at the zenith at the 
autumnal equinox. Not the present 
north star, but one of the stars of the 
great dipper, for as our sun sails 
around its great center, our pole stars 
come and go in succession, Our pres- 
ent north star will not always remain 
as a guide to surveyors and sailors. 


THE ANOIENTS SKILLED IN ASTBONOMY. 


In ancient times the year began with 


the autumnal equinox at the time when 
the seven stars were seen throughout 
the night, and to this day, the Aztecs 
or ancient Mexicans, Figians, the Aus- 
tralians, etc., Prof. Totten tells us 
reckon the years by the same rule. Of 
course this causes their year to begin 
fifty seconds later every year, and it is 
remarkably strange how the Austral- 
ians and the Aztecs, separated as they 
have been, have continued for time 
immemorial, to reckon their time from 
the Pleiades. 


Touching the question Professor 


Proctor says: "The epoch to which we 
can point with some degree of certainty> 
the year 2,170 B. o., must belong not to 
the infancy of astronomy, but to an 
era when the science had made con- 
siderable progress. It is certain that 
this epoch is related to the Pleiades in 
quite an unmistakable manner." 


Do not these evidences touching the 


Pliades, the Great Year, and the great 
pyramid suggest that in the days of 
Moses civilization was on the decline, 
and that long before that period the 
human race had possessed greater 
knowledge and higher civilization 
than it has since ? 


Professor Totten, a great scientific 


writer, has the distinction of being 
connected with Yale university, and he 
tells us that the'word Alcyone is very 
ancient Arabic, and means the center, 
indicating that immense years ago, 
when that star was named, those peo- 
ple regarded it as the center of the 
universe. He also informs us that the 
word Pleiades, (Ple-ya-deas) means the 
axles, indicating that in the most re- 
mote ages, the human race had attained 
such wonderful knowledge as to know 
that our cluster of stars is revolving 
around the seven stars, which stand 
out as the mile-post, dividing time 
into periods of 25,827 years, The Great 
Year, the Annus Magnus.

& Co., that a free coinage bill would go 
through on a trot, and our miners and 
farmers would be happy. It also might 
be the salvation of the two old parties 
who have worn your collar for more 
than a quarter of a century. We re- 
pudiate all such incendiary language 
as was indulged in by Governor Waite 
of 
Colorado, and we implore you, 


Massa Shylock, in the name of the suf- 
fering, poverty-stricken, bankrupt peo- 
ple of the United States to allow us to 
make money just a little bit more 
plentiful." 


It must cause a smile of derision 


to envelope the face of a shylock when 
he reads these wishy-washy resolutions 
of pretended friends of silver. They 
talk about paying every dollar they 
owe when the daily papers are filled 
with numerous accounts of bankrupts 
whose property will not pay but a small 
fraction of what they owe. The talk 
about owing 100 cents on the dollar 
when there isn't gold enough in the 
world to pay 2 per cent of the debts of 
the people, and would lack some 86 
per cent of paying even the national 
bonds of the world. The shylocks 
never intended that the people should 
get out of debt. Their policy is to 
create conditions which make that an 
impossibility. 
They 
talk 
about 


strengthening our credit abroad when 
the wires are burdened with accounts 
of failures and financial wrecks, which 
in the last week for the United States 
alone numbered 527; the largest num- 
ber reported in one week in its history. 
A great many people have found to 
then- sorrow that it is an impossibility 
to pay their debts in what Cleveland, 
Sherman and Bothschild call honest 
money. Their property has been con- 
fiscated and sold, only a part of the 
debts paid and they are branded bank- 
rupt paupers who do not pay their 
honest debts. The country is in a ripe 
condition for a new declaration of in- 
dependence. The sentiments of Gov- 
ernor Waite have the true ring and 
were not expressed any too soon.

About Fut Blcjrel* Riding. 


The alarnung increase of accidents to 


bicycle riders this season has been a sub- 
ject of considerable comment. Last 
year and the year before there were ac- 
cidents to riders and to those with whom 
they happened to collide while riding at 
a rapid pace through the streets, but thia 
season one can hardly glance over the col- 
umns of a newspaper without reading ac- 
counts of several of these mishaps. It al- 
jnost seems that the wheelmen had en- 
tered in a compact to injure themselves 
md others aa often as an opportunity 
presented itself. The reasons for the in- 
crease in the bicycle accident list are in 
the first place that there are more wheels 
than ever before, and in the second that 
the alleged improvements in construc- 
tion tend to accidents. The new style 
wheels, with their pneumatic tires, are 
without brakes, BO that the rider cannot 
stop as readily aa formerly when he sees 
that he is approaching danger. 


The construction of the tire is such 


that were it supplied with a brake the 
sudden and determined use of that ar- 
ticle would burst the tire, allowing the 
air to escape. The new style wheels run 
over tho pavements so much more easily 
than the old style ones that when a vig- 
orous young man gets astride of one of 
them he is seized with a desire to go like 
a racehorse, and he does. The combina- 
tion of swift riding and no brakes is re- 
sponsible for probably 50 per cent of the 
accidents'to the wheelmen and the mor- 
tals who happen to get in their \vay-. It 
might not be a bad idea to regulate their 
speed by law, especially through the 
crowded parts of the streets.—Boston 
Transcript

Punishment In Persia. 


Among the Persians the usual mode of 


punishment is the bastinado, from which 
men of tho highest rank are not exempt. 
It is inflicted with very great severity, 
frequently BO as to render the sufferer 
almost a cripple for life. The victim is 
thrown upon his face, each foot is passed 
through a loop of strong cord attached 
to a pole, which is raised horizontally by 
men, who, twisting it round, tighten the 
ropes and render the feet immovable. 
Two executioners then strike the sole al- 
ternately with switches of the pomegran- 
ite tree well steeped in water to render 
them supple. A store of thf^e switches 
is generally ready for use in the pond 
which adjoins the courtyards of the 
houses of the great. The punishment 
frequently lasts for an hour or until the 
unfortunate victim faints from pain.— 
Philadelphia Ledger. 


Cnrlosities About Ireland's Emblem. 
The shamrock, Ireland's floral emblem, 


is a trefoil or three leaf plant much re- 
sembling our white clover, but of the 
oxalis genus of grasses. While St. Pat- 
rick was preaching to the pagans of the 
Emerald Isle in the year 483 he attempt- 
ed to explain the "trinity in unity," but 
his hearers could not understand it. A t 
last he plucked a trefoil (shamrock) and 
said, "Is it not as possible for the Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost to be one as it is for 
those three leaves to grow upon a single 
ctalk?" The pagan Irish were convinced 
and soon afterward adopted the sham- 
rock as their national emblem.—Phila- 
delphia Press.

Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp r. M. 
Dial clock indicates tho time eacli race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denoteb to saddle. liuglo 
calls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
after tho saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jocke>H or others having" 
care of the animal, that do not Mend tho horso 
out promptly at pobt signal will be lined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, IhSSS. 


Entries for tho running purses must bo 
made two dajs- preceding the race, before tt 
o'clock y, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will fctart the day before the race at 6 p. »I, 


Horses entered in purses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age uml sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
tho name of the horse, v> ith the weight to bo 
carried at the race is suHicient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared oif by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conilict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September Istshull 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unlesH 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by ft 
p. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September lit with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
tbe rate of 00, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar« tho best 
three in Wve, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves tho right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided pro rata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
ail three in five races TiorscK not winning one 
beat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necetisary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required uumber of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
66% to the first and 8»!4 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than ono money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing,
